Brutal Murder of Two Wealthy 
Ladies of Berlin. 



r, Who Fled to 
America, the Murderer. 



The Beit Part of Throe Million Dollar 
Taken— The Dead Bodlr* Doled Dp and 
Later Found ta Their Residence-Ills 



ItERHS, Aug. 98 — The brutal murder 
of Mrs. Augusta Schultz sDd her 
daughter Clara is the sensation of the 
hour in this city. Ooeoczl, the i 
trtan shoemaker, charged with 
crime, has been traced to a trans 
lantic steamer, and his arrest on 
arrival of the vessel in New York 
foregone conclusion. Ooencxi took 
passage on the 17th, going via Eng- 
land The double murder was commit- 
ted in the heart of the fashionable part 
of the city, the two ladles having lived 
for years at No. So Koenigenstrassc, 
close to the new station of the Fota- 
daro-Anhalt railroad. 

Mrs. Schultze and her daughter in- 
herited an Immense fortune upon the 
death of Mrs. Schultzc's husband, who 
had been the owner of extensive pi: 
t«r of paris quarries and was several 
times a millionaire. The women were 
reputed to be extremely miserly, and. 
for fear of losing their money in banks 
and investments, hoarded their wealth 
in their home. 

Ooenczi knew this and deliberately 
planned the murder and robbery of the 
eccentric women. In some manner ho 
got into the good graces of the 
Schultzes, and he further gained their 
favor by leasing the basement of their 
dwelling and paying a high rental 
therefor, lloth Mrs. Schultze and her 
daughter avoided social intercourse 
with their neighbors, so that the Uend- 
ish purpose of the shoemaker was made 

Neither mother or daughter had been 
seen by the neighbors since the begin- 
ning of the month, and the presump- 
tion is that the murder was committed 
about the end of July. For nearly 
three weeks after the disappearance of 
ihr women, uoenczi continued to live 
In the basement 

The inquiry of the neighbors as to 
the whereabovts of the women was met 
with the reply that they had taken a 
trip to Italy Then the shoemaker dis- 
appeared and the neighbors became 
suspicious. The police were notified 
and they broke into the house Monday. 
They found the place in disorder. Bu- 
reau drawes and their contents, and 
the contents of trunks were scattered 
about and everything of value stolen. 

Id the basement two plain wooden 
hoses were found which contained the 
remains of Mrs. Schultie and her 
daughter The heads ware beut«n to a 
pulp, probably with a shoemaker's 
hammer The bodies had been crowded 
into the boxes with difficulty, and 
were bruised aud mutilated Sand had 
beeu put over the remains, evidently 
with the intent of concealing odors. 
The wealth of the woman is estimated 
at f3.oo0.000, and it is thought the mur- 
derer secured a large portion of this

The citizens of Knoxville in mass con- 
vention assembled desire to emphasize, 
in no uncertain tone, their faith in the ul 
timate construction of the Black Dia 
mond Railway Syslem, whereby the

under the name of the Black Diamond 
System. 

The former road was projected by the 
Hon. John C. Calhoun in 1836, and but 
for the panic of 1837 it would have been 
pushed to completion then. As it was 
#4,000,000 was subscribed toward it and 
•217,000 expended on work, of which sum 
the then infant city of Knoxville paid 
118,000. 

In the revival of this long dormant en 
terprise Colonel Boone was given earlt 
blanche, as it were; and how faithfully 
he executed his trust, and how well satis- 
fied the people were with his work, was 
shown by the almost unanimous vote by 
which the citizens of Knox county and 
the citizens of Knoxville subscribed #500, 
000 each,-* 1,000. (loo in all.— to aid in 
building the Black Diamond Railway 
In addition to this 11.000.000. the county 
put up ISO.OOO. the city 130.000 and prl- 
citizens #5.000, making #45,000 in 
which was used as a "Promotion 
Fund,"— that is, to secure the rights of 
way, pay for the suryeya, maps, profiles, 
write-up of the territory through which 
-oad runs, and such other informa- 
as capitalists require before they put 
money into the bouds of a railway 
enterprise. 

lis work has been completed, and to 
the entire satisfaction of those who have 
borne the expense. Indeed, the con 
tracts have been "signed, sealed and 
delivered" for the building nf that part 
if the System in Knox county, ami Colo- 
nel Boone has two years from January 
1st, 1*87. in which to begin the work of 
construction. 
Meantime Colonel Boone is looking for 
Ivantageous connections to the North. 
Northeast and Northwest, and is now en 
gaged in interesting the people of Ken- 
tucky in a line already rhartered as the 
Dover, Kentucky and South Atlantic

The movements of Colonel Boone In 
this section have given rise to reports 
that the people of Tennessee had dropped 
his enterprise; and to refute these state- 
ments it is only necessary to reproduce 
resolutions adopted at a mass meet- 
ing of the citizens of knoxville, held at 
their Courthouse on Thursday evening, 
August 19th, and presided over by Hon. 
M. L. Ross, President of the Chamber of 
Commerce and bead of one of the largest 
wholesale grocery firms in the South, 
while Colonel John Bane. Secretary of 
the Black Diamond Railway, was Sec- 
retary. 

The meeting was addressed at length 
by General J C. J. Williams, the ablest 
lawyer in East Tennessee, who has from 
the start been one of the most ardent ad- 
vocates of Colonel Boone and his enter- 
prise. General Williams had Just re- 
turned from Kentucky, Ohio and In- 
diana, and his remarks were addressed to 
citizens of Knoxville and those 
Southward, to let them know what inter- 
est was being taken in the road by the 
people North of them.

From the States of Kentucky, Tennes 
see, North Carolina, South Carolina and 
Georgia, assembled at Knoxville, Tenn., 
April 8d, 1895. 

The resolutions were presented by Gen- 
eral J C.J Williams of Knoxville, Tenn , 
and were as follows 

Whbhbas, There is without question a 
necessity and a demand for a line of rail- 
way extending from the coalfields of Ken 
tucky and Tennessee to Tidewater; 
whereas, Ibis has been so clearly recog- 
nized for the past fifty years that various 
Torts have been made to construct such 
railway, lines have been located and 
iuch work ha* been done towards con 
struction, whereas, the reasons for failure 
in each case, heretofore, have been ex- 
ceptional and in no way implied any 
change in the conditions demanding the 
road; whereas, these reasons ueing now 
stronger than ever, from the fact that the 
mineral and other resources of the various 
states through which the road should 
pass have been developed, and have been 
found to be richer than ever anticipated, 
an unlimited market for coal and timber 
awaits the construction of this road at 
Tidewater; and, whereas, the number of 
enterprises that would absorb capital with 
i*uranc.e of absolute certainty and 
t are more limited than heretofore; 
therefore. 

Resolved. That the time has come to 
build this road, the conditions being more 
favorable than ever before. 

Reioved, That this convention, having 
heard the plan proposed by Colonel Al- 
bert E Boone, eordlally indorse the same, 
believing that his proposals are reasonable 
and such that promise success.

Whereas, It is an imperative necessity 
for the city of Knoxville, if it should 
maintain Its ascendancy as a Jobbing and 
manufacturing city, to have centering in 
it, or passing through it, more than one 
line of railway, and while it is true that 
no immediate apprehension may be felt 
as to favorable freight rates on the South- 
ern Railroad, its officials being friendly to

Whereas, Considerable progress has 
been made in promoting the Black Dia- 
mond Railway under the direction of 
Colonel Albert E. Boone, from the Ohio

Whereas, This line of railway would 
be of inestimable value to Knox county 
and Knoxville. making our city the cen- 
ter of one of the most valuable railway 
lines projected in recent years; and 

Whereas, This projected road would, 
by its main line and its connections, put 
Knoxville In a position te invite capital 
and to do business with the greatest pos- 
sible advantage in rates on passengers 
and commodities coming into and going 
out of the city, as well as aid in develop-
